WEEKLY LETTER 

PROTEIN SUPPLEMENT FOR 
EGG PRODUCTION 

The time is now approaching 
when the majority of this 
year’s pullets will be coming in¬ 
to production and tile poultry 
producers wilj be giving consid¬ 
eration to the question of feed¬ 
ing thesj birds for egg produc¬ 
tion Assuming that'well-bred 
birds have been procured by 
the producers, it is then only 
a question of supplying the nec¬ 
essary feed ingredients for 
maintaining the body, supply¬ 
ing energy and material for the 
production of eggs. 

The average farm producer 
of poultry is inclined to the idea 
Suisut? stjduoq 00 s louui?;> 
that all the feed required by the 
poultry can be raised on the 
fjarm. This idea is incorrect 
except when an unlimited sup¬ 
ply of milk is available- Grains 
produced on the farm form a 
very satisfactory basi 8 of any 
poultry ration, but cannot sup¬ 
ply sufficient protein for high 
egg production. 

A series of trials conducted 
at the University of Missouri 
clearly showed the necessity of 
a protein supplement for high 
^gg production. In the experi¬ 
ment the following results were 
pbtained. 

Grain alone—61 < ggs per bird 

Grain plus meat scrap—117 
eggs pe r bird. 

Grain plus sour milk — 125 
eggs per bird. 

Grain plus tankage — 120 
eggs per bird. 

The difference between grain 
and grain plus meat scrap is 
56 eggs or slightly over 4 1/2 
dozen in favor of the ration con 
t ining tire protein supplement. 
The amount of, grain required 


to produce the eggs was rough¬ 
ly 70 pounds in Ixith groups, 
and in addition 6.6 pounds of 
meat scrap were consumed per 
bird in the meat scrap group. 

At the present time 6.6 lbs. 
of meat scrap can be purchased 
at not over 20 cents for the lot. 
Four and a half dozen eggs, the 
difference due to the feeding of 
meat scrap would bo worth 
roughly 90 cents at the present 
time. The difference in favor of 
meat scrap therefore would be 
a net profit of 70 cents pjy bird 
from the expenditure of 20 cts. 
which, even during the flush 
days of 1929 could be consider 
ed a reasonable return on an in¬ 
vestment- 

The ui\3 of prot in supple¬ 
ment will in all cases l>e econ 
omical with well bred birds 
properly housed. However, if 
skim mi k in unlimited quanti 
ties is available th_ purchase of 
a protein supplement is unnec¬ 
essary rs the milk will provide 
the protein required. Whe 
feeding skim milk it is desirable 
t > feed it always in the same 
condition, either sweet or sour 
and at times it may be necess¬ 
ary to limit the water supply of 
the birds in order to induce the 
birds to consume sufficient of 
'the liquid milk.

Needless to say, our tomato 
vines are looked over almost ev 
cry day. When fruiting time 
comes any big, smooth, perfect 
!y shaped tomatoes aro noted. 
The first one of these to ripen is 
left hanging on the vine until it 
is perfecily ripe. The morning 
of the day that we want it for 
tea it is brought in and 1 id in a 
cool plaoc. 

Before tea time 1 slice it thin¬ 
ly with a sharp knife on a flat 
plate and with a fork or spoon 
pick out every seed. Put the 
seeds in a deep saucer with wat- 
i 3 i\ Set it in a sunny window 
till it ferments, adding water 
occasionally to keep the seeds 
covered. They will ferment in 
loss than a week—sometimes in 
two days, depending on the tern 
perature* Strain through a 
gravy strainer. Put them back 
in the saucer, fill it with water 
and strain agai.i. Spread the 
seeds on a sheet of “The Pro¬ 
ducer” and leave till dry. Put 
them in an envelope and forget 
about them till seeding time 
rext yaw 

Done Hi is way, »every seed 
vill e clean and separate, instead 
of being all stuck together as 
they will be if not i ll allowed to 
ferment. 

Any seeds that are in a pulp 
can lo saved in the same way— 
such U3 cucumbers, nuiskmelons, 
etc. The fermentation cuts the 
pulp and does not injure the 
seed in <viy way 

I have s ,ved niy own tomato 
seeds in this way since the war 
clays and seeded and grown in 
the same way as any other vnr 
iety I have ever tried. They 
have ripe fruit rt teast a week 
earlier. They were originally 
John Baer.

A man who may have faced 
death under fire without the 
sligtest qualm, or who will 
cooly pit his skill against ajl 
competitors in the ruthless 
field ot high finance, will often 
“blow up” with the slightest 
pain over his heart. 

Many a strong man has pres 
unied that this has meant the 
end and has promptly gone to 
pieces mentally, Ho pjints fig¬ 
uratively speaking, to this and 
that prominent citizen who has 
without warning collapsed at 
hfs desk or in his car, and 
presumes he will be next* 

But is he right in taking sirh 
a pessimistic view’ point? Is 
there not another side to this 
subject? 

Very few of us gef very fai 
along the pathway of life with 
out some pains around tlu 
heart. This may not be due to 
the heart at all* Frequently it 
is just a disturbance due to gas 
in the stomach; sometimes it is 
due to infectio n or adhesions in 
the chest. I 11 people undergoing 
sc|/ere mental strain, particular 
ly if they are of the woryin 
type, tansitory praecordial pain 
if ofiten noted. 

Of course it nifty he of ponsid 
crable rignificancp. It may in¬ 
dicate a serious condition, partie 
lilerly in the busy man over 
fifty. In such case it nifty nec¬ 
essitate a complete change in 
one’s activities and habits, if 
serious consequences are to be 
avoided. 

But before getting panicky 
one should make every effort 
t () find out exactly what is 
wrong. Do not suppose it is this 
or that, but go and have a 
thorough physical examination 
l>v a competent physician. Let 
his judgment, based 011 mrny 
such cages guide you in your 
decision Lot him do the worry, 
ing. 

However, if he says 'ease up’ 
d 0 so. If he says “go to bed”, 
send your suit to th pressers 
& turn in. If he says “no cock¬ 
tails” and “only nine holes of 
golf” it is up to you to do your 
part. While you may wisely let 
him d 0 the worrying, remember 
that it is your heart* 

There rre three things to 
keep in mind. One is that the 
pain may not be from the heart 
at all. A second, supposing that 
it is from the heart, that gett¬ 
ing panicky i s not going to help 
matters in the slightest, and a 
third is that a little heart scare 
may often do the over-strenu- 
nm person a lot 0 f good, for, 
iij ho slows down and follows 
the (’octor’s instructions implic 
illy, he may actually live a 
longer, more useful life than 
had this warning signal not 
been give n .
